T h a t John I). Rockefeller will live 
to be more limn ninety-four years of 
igo Jhi tho prediction of In*. II. I . 
Biggar, his family physician, .accord­ 
ing to a Cleveland special dispatch to 
tho N om 
York Times. 
In*. 
Biggar 
w atched Mr. Rockefeller play over the 
F orest Hill links tile other day and 
at the finish declared th a t the Stand­ 
a rd Oil m agnate w as certain to live 
for more than a q u arter of a century 
longer. 
Mr. Rockefeller, who looked particu­ 
larly well, said he had never felt bet­ 
ter in his life and th at he could eat 
anything. 
Longevity in the Rockefeller family 
has long been a m atter of comment. 
W illiam 
Rockefeller. Jo hn Rockefel­ 
ler’s father, is still living and Is nine­ 
ty-four years old. 
Dr. II. F. Biggar, 
Mr. Rockefeller’s physician, said re­ 
cently th a t he saw no reason w hy Hie 
m aster of Forest Hill should not live 
longer than ids father. 
“ Ile is the l>est trained athlete in the 
sixty-year-old class in the world to­ 
day, 
and he’s sixty-eight at t h a t '’ 
he said. 
“ H e’ll live longer thnn his 
father, I’m sure. 
Did you see his 
strokes on the links this morning? 
D id they look feeble? 
“ I tell you Mr. Rockefeller has t>een 
b o m twice physically, and he Is only 
fourteen years old now. 
Ho bs grow­ 
ing up again, and grow ing up scien­ 
tifically adding to his muscle, to his 
lungs, to his heart power, w ith every 
b reath of fresh air ho takes on Forest 
Hill and w ith every drive he makes 
w ith the golf club.” 
A nd it cost Mr. Rockefeller $5,000,- 
000 for tills second life. 
These are 
ids own words. 
It happened this way, 
according to Dr. Biggar: 
Mr. Rockefeller cam e to Cleveland 
in 1803 in the middle of the panic 
period completely broken in health 
and spirit too. 
lie could eat nothing 
whicli would nourish him. 
Ills appe­ 
tite w as gone, and ids nervous system 
w a s a wreck. 
“ Doctor, I’m a sick man. 
I'm afraid 
I ’m going to <lie. 
But it is not on 
account of the financial situation th a t 
I am sick,” he told the doctor. 
“ It 
Is 
through 
disappointm ent 
of 
ray 
friends.” 
And he asked the doctor to 
heli> him. 
A fter a few d ay s of close study Dr. 
Biggar w ent to Mr. Rockefeller w ith 
this prescription, “Drop all business 
cares, take regular exercise, keep In 
th e open air, forget everything but 
play, and play as though your life de 
pended upon it.” 
And his life did depend upon it. 
Mr. 
Rockefeller carried out the doctor’s 
prescription and dieted religiously. Ile 
com men ceil to look over golf books. 
I le stopped In Cleveland for a month 
nnd then began to look up the m aps to 
find out where New York was. 
Ile 
had forgotten alm ost that there w a s 
such a place. 
W hen lie w ent east ho 
w as a new John I). Rockefeller. 
“ I was happy at the result,” said Dr. 
Biggar. 
“ Mr. Rockefeller made a ro- 
m arkable patient, an ideal one. 
Al­ 
though lie had a terrible weight of re­ 
sponsibility then, lie dropped every­ 
thing t > la* healthy, A few years later 
w e w ere talking of Dis recovery.

Both the foreign office and the em­ 
bassy 
m aintain diplomatic 
reserve, 
hut It has been learned from unques­ 
tionable sources that the long corre­ 
spondence between the two govern­ 
ments made It clear that their conten­ 
tions could not be harmonized and had 
reached 
an 
impasse. 
Finally

Reid presented a proposal to submit 
the dispute ta. The

After a week or two of consideration 
the British government accepted the

read like a romance, hut the existence 
of Immense orchards and flower and 
vegetable gardens proves his service 
am ong these people for the past fifty- 
seven years. 
D avid Jaggers, an Englishm an by 
birth and education, la the greatly lie- 
loved and highly prized man among 
the Cherokees. 
H e 
is 
now 
In 
his 
eighty-sixth year. 
Ills experim ental 
station Is situated Just outside the cor­ 
porate lim its of C ollinsville, where he 
fens worked for the past eight years 
with wonderful success. 
Ile formerly 
lived In the Spavinaw hills, in the east­ 
ern part of the Cherokee Nation. 
It 
w as only a few days ago that his ten 
acre patch of ground wus found to 
; contain numerous strange and curious 
plants and flowers w hich entitle this 


I man to a high place In tho world of 
plant growing and breeding. 
Among the number of new vegeta­ 
bles produced by “Uncle David," as 
the Indians call him, Is a perfect cross 
betw een an ordinary turnip and a cab­ 
bage. lie bas also an entirely new va­ 
riety of onion. 
The onion Is very 
much larger than the ordinary variety 
and Is entirely odorless. 
It Is sw eet 
and perfectly free from tho usual hot 
taste. 
The product has only recently 
been found by Mr. Jaggers to lie a 
perfect onion, w hich he says has cost 
him more than tw enty yours’ labor to 
bring ab ou t 
It w as produced from 
crossing w ith a w ild variety w hich 
grow s along the stream s In tho early 
springtim e. 
This 
onion, 
which 
Is 
sm all in its wild state, w as successful­ 
ly crossed with tho Berm uda onion 
and recrossed many tim es w ith the na­ 
tive onion of tho U nited States. 
In the “W izard of Oz Gardens," as 
the w hite people call his place, are to; 
b # fo u n d hundreds o f varieties of flow­ 
ers aud vegetables. 
The Cherokees 
have profited by the tong mal untiring 


energies of this grand old man. 
Ile 
has ever stood really to assist tho In­ 
dians in horticulture and agricultural 
pursuits. 
I Hiring a recent visit of C. 
A. 
McNabb, 
secretary of tho Okla­ 
homa board of agriculture, w ho is an 
expert orchardist, he said the orchards 
of Cherokee Indians w ere a revelation 
to him. 
Ile expressed the opinion that 
within five years thesi* people would 
he In a position to teach their pale­ 
face brothers the art of peach, pear 
and apple growing. 
D iscussing the Cherokees and their 
assistance in 
his 
work of scientific 
plant culture, Mr. Jaggers said; 
“W hen T came am ong these Indians 
in 1850 they were very friendly and 
fully alive to their own hest interests. 
They becam e Interested in my W’ork 
from Hie very start, and I have alw ays 
found them ready and w illing to pro­ 
vide the necessary funds w ith which 
to carry on my experim ents. 
They at 
first regarded me with more or less 
suspicion, anti som e of them even be­ 
lieved that I w’as a sort of conjurer, 
but they soon learned that I way work­ 
ing for their welfare, and all doubts 
about my intentions w ere dispelled. 
“The combination turnip and cabbage 
is 
the 
result 
of 
nearly 
tw enty-five 
years’ careful study and m uch labor. 
H ad it not been for a few bad boys 
the world would still be in ignorance 
of the vegetable. 
The boys climbed 
over my high board fence and in the 
darkness took several and sold them 
to Mrs. W hite, proprietor of the Hotel 
London. 
The traveling men said the 
com bination w as a m ost delicious dish, 
and they told severul new spaper men 
about it. 
This is how I learned that 
boys had entered my garden at night.”

Beginning next 
week, the secretary 
will place each 
Week at such points in the country as 
he shall designate, government funds 
to such an amount as he deems suf­ 
ficient to prevent an acute monetary 
stringency and possible panic.

of operating in North Carolina and the 
earnings on all classes of business.

session Speaker

Mr. Spencer
